As  the  College  Opens  in  1951 


This  fall  issue  of  the  Alumnae  Maga- 
zine brings  you  the  sad  tidings  of  the 
death  of  our  beloved  friend  and  seven- 
teenth president  of  Wesleyan,  Dr.  Silas 
Johnson,  which  occurred  in  New  York 
City  on  October  26. 

Dr.  Johnson  was  with  us  at  the  opening 
of  Wesleyan  for  its  114th  session,  pre- 
siding at  the  formal  exercises  on  Septem- 
ber 20th.  Shortly  afterward  he  went  to 
New  York  on  business  for  the  college, 
and  after  his  appointment  with  officials 
there,  went  to  Pennsylvania  Station  to 
board  a train  for  home.  He  was  stricken 
in  the  station,  and  taken  to  French 
Hospital  in  New  York,  very  seriously  ill. 
His  wife  and  his  son,  Douglas,  flew  to  his 
bedside,  and  remained  there  during  the 
four  weeks  of  his  illness,  which  was 
diagnosed  as  acute  leukemia.  From  the 
first,  little  hope  was  held  for  his  recovery, 
although  he  was  conscious  most  of  the 
time,  and  his  concern  was  for  the  college 
always.  Officials  of  Wesleyan  went  to 
New  York  to  see  him,  and  he  talked 
with  all  of  them,  making  plans  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
October  11. 

It  was  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board 
that  a Trustee  Committee  appointed  Dr. 
William  F.  Quillian,  former  president  of 
the  college,  as  Acting  President  of  Wes- 
leyan, to  carry  on  the  affairs  of  the  Col- 
lege during  this  emergency. 

Messages  and  flowers  from  faculty,  stu- 
dents, and  officals  of  the  college  went  to 
Dr.  Johnson.  In  October,  through  the 
Red  Cross  Bloodmobile,  72  members  of 
the  college  family  gave  blood  for  the  new 
type  of  transfusions  which  were  used  in 
an  effort  to  save  his  life. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Quil- 
lian, closely  associated  with  the  college 
as  president  from  1920  to  1931  and  since 
that  time  as  Trustee,  to  come  to  the  help 
of  the  institution  at  such  a time.  There 
will  be  no  interruption  of  the  work.  Dr. 
Quillian  knows  and  loves  Wesleyan  as 
few  men  do.  He  is  to  be  relieved  of  some 
of  his  duties  as  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Council  in 
order  to  serve  Wesleyan  in  this  time  of 
need. 


In  Memoriam 

Dr.  Silas  Johnson,  Seventeenth  President  of  Wesleyan 


If  he  could  have  chosen  a last 
and  all-important  mission  on  earth 
before  his  final  call  came,  Dr.  John- 
son would  have  chosen  something 
for  Wesleyan. 


In  one  of  his  happiest  moments, 
signing  checks  to  pay  off  Wes- 
leyan’s moral  obligation. 


Perhaps  he  should  not  have  taxed 
his  strength  to  go  to  New  York. 
Doubtless  he  was  already  ill;  in 
fact,  he  said  to  some  of  the  college 
staff  that  he  hardly  felt  up  to  it. 
But  he  wanted  to  present  the  cause 
of  Wesleyan  to  certain  groups  he 
felt  might  help  the  institution  he 
loved,  and  nothing  else  seemed  of 
importance. 

When  the  interest  of  Wesleyan 
was  at  stake,  he  never  spared  him- 
self. In  his  inaugural  speech  in 
December,  1947,  he  expressed  the 
key-note  of  his  administration: 

“I  consider  that  the  call  to  the 
Presidency  of  Wesleyan  is  a holy 
one.  This  office  is  to  me  as  sacred 


as  the  altar  of  the  church.  I cannot 
believe  I am  deserving  of  this  high 
honor.  I accept  the  position  because 
I love  Wesleyan  and  the  things  for 
which  it  stands.” 

For  eighteen  years  Silas  Johnson 
was  closely  associated  with  the  col- 
lege, succeeding  the  Rev.  Osgood  F. 
Cook  as  trustee.  In  1941  he  served 
as  Executive  Vice-President  under 
the  presidency  of  Bishop  Arthur  J. 
Moore.  During  this  year  he  located 
all  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the 
college,  and  raised  sufficient  funds 
for  their  purchase.  This  was  accom- 
plished on  August  1,  1942,  and 
shortly  thereafter  Wesleyan  was  re- 
stored to  accreditation  with  the  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  of  the  Southern  States,  and 
subsequently  with  the  Association 
of  American  Universities.  In  1942, 
he  left  the  college  to  serve  the 
pastorate  of  Mulberry  Street  Meth- 
odist Church,  where  he  was  instru- 
mental in  helping  the  church  to  pay 
off  the  moral  obligation  on  its 
bonds. 

In  1947  he  returned  to  Wesleyan 
as  president,  and  began  immediately 
a campaign  to  pay  the  moral  obliga- 
tion on  the  bonds  of  the  college. 
This  was  completed  in  1949,  and  a 
ceremony  was  held  on  the  Rivoli 
campus  in  1950  celebrating  the 
burning  of  these  bonds. 

The  endowment  has  been  greatly 
increased  during  Dr.  Johnson’s  ad- 
ministration, and  the  faculty 
strengthened.  But  he  had  visions 
of  far  greater  things  for  this  col- 
lege in  which  he  believed  and  to 
which  he  gave  all  the  strength  of 
his  being.  With  the  last  bit  of  his 
strength  he  made  this  final  effort 
for  Wesleyan. 

The  task  is  now  in  other  hands. 
May  they  accept  it  with  as  much 
devotion  as  he  showed,  and  remain 
as  loyal  to  the  task  as  he  was.

Dr.  Harvard  Vallance,  pioneer  in 
teacher  education  in  the  midwest  and  edu- 
cator of  nearly  50  years’  experience,  has 
been  made  Dean  of  Wesleyan  Conserva- 
tory, succeeding  Mrs.  Doris  O.  Jelks,  who 
continues  as  a member  of  the  music 
faculty  of  the  conservatory.  Dr.  Vallance 
is  dean  emeritus  of  Miami  University, 
Oxford,  Ohio,  and  was  at  Wesleyan  last 
year  reorganizing  the  teacher-training 
program  on  the  liberal  arts  campus. 

Dr.  Elizabeth  Hyde,  formerly  head  of 
the  chemistry  department  at  Mt.  Holyoke 
College,  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  succeeds  Dr.  James  C.  Cox,  Jr., 
who  resigned  to  go  to  the  United  States 
Military  Academy  faculty  at  Annapolis. 

Professor  William  Skelton,  who  holds 
music  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Illinois  and  from  Yale  University,  comes 
to  Wesleyan  from  New  Haven,  Conn, 
where  he  was  a member  of  the  Symphony 
Orchestra,  to  teach  music  education.  He 
succeeds  the  late  H.  A.  Losson. 

Dr.  John  Walton,  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kentucky  and  of  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  heads  the  department  of  edu- 
cation at  Wesleyan.  Dr.  Walton  was 
visiting  professor  of  education  and  philos- 
ophy at  Wesleyan  summer  school  in 


Dr.  William  F.  Quillian  came  to  Wes- 
leyan as  acting  president  while  Dr.  John- 
son was  ill,  and  is  to  continue  indefinitely 
as  president  of  the  college.  He  is  familiar 
with  the  workings  of  the  college,  having 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
many  years  since  his  administration  as 
president  from  192G  to  1931. 

It  was  while  Dr.  Quillian  was  president 
that  the  permanent  Alumnae  Office  was 
established,  and  the  full-time  Executive 
Secretary  for  this  work  was  added  to  the 
staff. 

His  wife,  Nonie  (Acree)  Quillian  of 
the  class  of  1909,  has  served  as  president 
of  the  Atlanta  Alumnae  Club,  and  their 
daughter,  Christine  (Quillian)  Searcy, 
A.B.  ’33,  was  president  of  her  class.  Their 
son,  Dr.  William  F.  Quillian,  Jr.,  now  on 
the  faculty  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  College, 
was  Alumnae  Day  speaker  in  1949. 

The  Alumnae  Association  can  count  on 
the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  all  of 
the  Quillians. 


1950.  He  is  a member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

Mrs.  John  Walton,  wife  of  Dr.  Walton, 
is  a graduate  of  Huntingdon  College  and 
of  the  University  of  Colorado.  She  taught 
art  at  Queens  College  last  year,  and  will 
teach  in  the  art  department  at  the  con- 
servatory, as  well  as  some  classes  in  edu- 
cation. 

Mrs.  F.  Hodge  O’Neal,  wife  of  the  dean 
of  the  law  school  at  Mercer,  graduate 
of  Wellesley  College,  will  teach  English 
at  Wesleyan  in  the  place  of  Miss  Kath- 
arine Johnson  who  has  a year’s  leave  of 
absence  for  special  work  in  Japan. 

Professor  W.  E.  Hopkins,  formerly  of 
Louisiana  State  University,  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Virginia  and  of  V.P.I., 
is  in  the  sociology  department,  succeed- 
ing Dr.  Guy  Sarvis  who  retired. 

Mr.  Melvin  L.  Covey,  graduate  of 
Washington  University  and  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  will  teach  Latin  and 
journalism  on  the  Rivoli  campus,  succeed- 
ing in  the  journalism  work  Mr.  Richard 
Murphey  who  resigned  to  accept  a posi- 
tion in  editorial  work  in  New  York. 

Mrs.  Clyde  Green  Martin,  B.M.,  gradu- 
ate of  Wesleyan  Conservatory  in  1945, 
will  be  on  the  music  faculty  of  the  con- 
servatory. 


Miss  Marian  Lewis,  B.  M.  1949,  will 
teach  in  the  junior  department  of  music.

Changes  In  Faculty  and  Staff

This  is  the  year  for  election  of  new 
officers  of  the  national  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion who  will  serve  for  a term  of  three 
years.  Each  year,  also,  we  elect  a new 
Alumnae  Trustee  who  will  replace  the 
one  who  completes  her  three-year  term 
of  office. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Alumnae  Board 
of  Managers  in  October  it  was  suggested 
that  the  section  of  the  By-Laws  having 
to  do  with  nominations  for  officers  and 
trustee  be  printed  in  the  magazine,  in 
order  that  all  alumnae  may  know  how 
this  is  done.  Following  is  this  section: 


ARTICLE  X. 

Nominations  Committee 

There  shall  be  a Nominations  Com- 
mittee of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  from  the  Almunae 
Representatives  on  the  Alumnae  Council. 

The  Nominations  Committee  shall  make 
nominations  for  all  positions  to  which 
candidates  are  to  be  elected  or  for  which 
nominations  are  to  be  made  by  members 
of  the  Association. 

The  report  of  the  Nominations  Com- 
mittee shall  be  presented  at  a meeting  of 
the  Alumnae  Council.  The  Council  shall 
receive  the  report  of  the  Nominations 
Committee  and  shall  make  a nomination 
for  each  office  that  is  to  be  filled  to  the 
members  of  the  Association  at  its  annual 
meeting. 

Independent  Nominations:  Nominations 
may  also  be  made  by  petition;  such  peti- 
tion to  be  signed  by  not  fewer  than 
twenty  members  representing  at  least 
three  geographical  sections  and  filed  with 
the  Nominations  Committee  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting. 

A ballot  containing  the  names  of  all 
candidates  for  all  offices  shall  be  mailed 
to  each  member  with  the  notice  of  the 
annual  meeting. 

Election  shall  be  in  the  manner  and 
within  the  period  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Managers.
